The woman related her story at the 
scene of Che first attack she alleges 
was made upon her by abductors. 
This was at a flin t tooth of Tulsa, 
where Mrs. Hayter, In company were 
two men, drove the reporter in a mo­ 
tor car. 
Before she was thrown from an 
automobile In 
Tulsa 
last 
Monday 
night, Mrs. Hayter declared she was 
assaulted by two of her abductors and 
buf&Ud with acid. Her hair was shorn 
by the kidnapper*, «he said. 
Denial was made by Mrs. Hayter 
that she and Petropl bad been black­ 
mailing business then in Tulsa and 
Sapulpa, as alleged by twelve masked 
men who summoned <a reporter of the 
Tulsa Tribune Tuesday, and stated 
that they were responsible for the 
torture of the wcpnan, charging that 
she and Petropl had been practicing 
extortion. 
Petropl also denied such charges 
and challenged bis accuser? to meet 
him in court. 
The motor cir in which she 
was 
forced contained four men and one 
woman, Mrs. Hayter said. Arriving at 
a point south of Tulsa, she .said she 
was told “yop can save yourtelf a lot 
of trouble and suffering if you tell us 
about the Berry-Petropl deal.” 
Asked by the reporter what Berry 
was referred to, one of the men ac­ 
companying Mrs. Hayter said, accord­ 
ing to the reporter: 
“‘She means Jipa M. Berry of the 
American National bank of Sapulpa. 
“Yes, that’s the man I mean and 
the man to whom thpy referred,” 
Mrs. Hayter continued. 
“One of the men then accused me of 
knowing all about George’s business, 
but I denied knowing a thing about 
the Berry deal,” Mrs. Hayter here 
interrupted to say that Petropl had 
only been a good friends to her. 
She then related that she waB taken 
back to a railroad station and placed 
On board a train for Okmulgee, being 
warned that if she called for help or 
attempted to escape she would 
be 
killed. 
On arriving at Okmulgee, she said 
she was placed in another automobile 
and driven out into the country and 
asked if she would talk. 
“Well, well, if you won’t talk, well 
make you wish you had and cut that 
pride of your’s, one of the men said 
to me. They forced me to get out of 
the car and I was treáted roughly. 
Finally they both assaulted me. After 
this was ovar, they said they would 
take me to a place and keep me. One 
of them asked me how much money 
Petropl had and wondered if he would 
pay $10,000 or $12,000 to get me back. 
“They decided they would take me 
to some place and hold n)e but one of 
them said he had something 
that 
would make me talkt. 
' “He then pulled a battle from his 
pocket and announced" they would 
burn it out of me. 
“At first they would tilt the bot­ 
tle of acid so the cork would be wet 
and stick it on my arm. It burned aw- 
lully. Gradually tbey grew more bold 
and the torture was something awful 
All the time they were doing this (hey
